The delegation, which is headed by 
Hugh R. Wilson, American Minister 
to Switzerland, comprises virtually 
the same membership that appeared 
last May at the Geneva Conference 
on ‘Limitation of Naval Armament, 
with which the Preparatory — 
sion is not to be confused. 

The latter, participated in by about 
twenty nations, continued at a meet- 
ing: at Geneva last May its efforts to 
draft an agenda for discussion of all 
kinds of armament limitation. <Be- 
fore the commission ‘met. President | * 
Coolidge suggested the conference 
discuss purely the matter of reducing 
naval armament. This was intended 
to aid the work of the Preparatory 
Commission, and its results. were to 
be utilized by that commission. The 
Président invited the‘leading naval 


powers. Only Great Britain and Ja-| f 


pan accepted the invitation, but the 
conference, it will be recalled, was 
unable to reach an agreement. 

“The Preparatory Commission con- 
ferences have been held under the 
auspices, in a way, of the League of 
Nations; they use the League Secre- 
tariat,’’ Assistant Secretary of State 
‘Wilbur J. Carr informed members of 
the: House Appropriations Committee 
in urging the $70,000 appropriation. 

“Tt does not accommodate us in 
any way to the League, does it?’ 
asked Chairman Madden of the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Carr replied that it did not, 
and stated that this country did not 
have to agree to the conference find- 
ing if it did not wish to do so. ‘‘It 
is only a program,’ he declared, and 
added that an act of Congress had 
authorized participations of the 
United States. . 

That act’ was - pdssed “after Presi- 
dent Coolidge ‘in his‘measure of Jan. 
17 last recommended that this coun- 


try ‘participate.’ The sum of $50,000 
was included in a deficiency bill to 
cover the expenses of the erican 
delegation, but that. measure failed 
in the Senate filibuster last March, 
the money was never. obtained and 
$30,000 had to be used from the emer- 
gency fund of. the President, .Mr. 
Carr stated. The $70,000 now made 
available is in the remodeled defi- 
ciency. bill introduced soon after the 
present Congress met. 

Mr. Carr, in seeking the $70,000, 
did not desire to reimburse the Pres- 
ident’s confidential fund, but “did 
wish to pay the League of Nations 
Secretariat $13,755 for America’s 
share of expenses incurred last 
Spring. He itemized the $70,000 as

“The greatest historic revelation ot 
our time is treated as others have 

been treated, with obstinate ignor- 
ance seasoned with malice. So; long 
as I have voice and pen I shall use 
them in the service of unrecognized 
truth.’”’ 

In support of these violent dia- 
tribes, these eminent scientists put 
forward arguments incomprehensible 
to the layman. .Even their scientific 
language, however, scarcely Conceals 
the extremely bad temper so has 
been aroused. If another hy seat 
were to be held at Glozel itself there 
seems danger that all the museum 
pieces which have been dug up might 
serve as missiles. 

In the criticism of all these experts 
it may be recalled that once in 
France there was a clever fellow 
who sold to a member ofthe insti- 
tute the letters of Mary Magdalen> 
and the letters of Vércingetorix to 
Caesar. Glozel may not be a 
such a fake as that... . 


The discoveries 2 at Glozel were 
first made:in 1924. when the plow of 
a peasant named Fradin turned up a 
number of apparently ancient imple- 
ments and clay tablets bearing in- 
scriptions, 

Dr. Morlet, a physicion of Vichy, 
became interested, and under his i- 
rection many more articles were 
found, including axes, vases and 
tablets, flint. arrowheads,. harpoons 
of bone, stones with ground edges, 
animal teeth sharpened to a needle 
point, fragments of glass vessels, 
vitrified bricks, &c. 

The inscriptions were in characters 
declared to be of an_ alphabet 
antedating the Phoenician, , the 
earliest known hitherto. 

Scientists have been divided into 
two camps ever since the discovery 
of these supposed antiquities, some 
declaring them unblushing fakes 
planted at Glozel and others main- 
taining they are genuine relics of the 
late paleolithic age, pointing to a 
tivilization.in Western,Kurope prob- 
bly older than any of the knowg 
Oriental cultures:

Government Builds 1,370 Miles 
or Near Reservations. 


A total of 1,370 <iles ‘of forest roads 


was constructed in and adjacent 
the ‘national forests of the Uni 


States in the past year, it is an-

Washington. The amount expended 
on ‘all forest road construction dur- 
ing the year was $7,713,535, of which 
$6,787,656 was from Federal funds, 
and’ the remainder from local coop- 
erative, State and county funds.

LAWS NOW CALLED UNFAIR 


Mrs. Joseph W. Dixon Declares 
They Tend to Limit Earning 
Capacity. 


A bill to remove every discrimina- 
tion against women in the labor laws 
will be. introduced at the coming ses- 
sion of the New. York State,Legisla- 
ture, Mrs. Joseph W. Dixon, Chair- 
man of the New York City Commit- 
tee of the National Woman’s Party, 
announced yesterday. 

‘This bill ‘will provide that all re- 
strictions upon hours, night work 
and other conditions of labor shall be 
the same for women as are now pro- 
vided by law for men,’’ Mrs. Dixon 
said. “Some women restaurant 
workers prefer to work on a night 
Shift from 8 to 12, but are forbidden 
by law from doing so, while men on 
these chifts make more in four hours 
at night, because of higher tips, than 
women can maké in eight hours of 
day ‘work.

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THE ELUSIVE “AGGRESSOR.” 


In the January Current History, 
out today, are printed: the views of 
Several members of Congress and 
' @ther public men on the plan re- 
cently proposed by the Englishman,’ 
Mr. WICKHAM STEED. . Without ask- 
ing the United States to join the 
League of Nations, he would have 
our Government formally announce 
the policy of taking no commercial 
advantage of its neutrality in a war, 
brought on by.a elear act of, aggres- 
sion. This plan ;-meets no favor at 
the hands of the writers ‘mentioned: 
Almost' with one: consent; they con- 
demn it as impracticable, although 
paying it the perfunctory tribute. of 
praise as a measure sincerely 
designed to promote international 
peace and keep, down ,the cost of 
armament. The one who. comes 
nearest to approval: is. ex-Senator 
LENROOT. He would favor a joint 
resolution of Congress approved by 
the President declaring that :;when- 
ever the United States is convinced 
that a nation has gone ‘to war with- 
out just cause it will give moral 
support to any nation,.or group of 
nations, which “‘ may take action for 
“the purpose of compelling the of- 
“fending nation to desist from con- 
“tinuing such. war.” :- 

The question remains who is to 
decide on the “ aggressor.” Some 
say the League of Nations,: but Mr. 
LENROOT would be’ opposed to that. 
He would even be opposed to our 
assuming any.‘ obligation”: to set- 
tle the matter for ourselves. This 
looks very much like denying the 
right of any outside power or asso- 
ciation of nations to decide for -us, 
and at the same time refusing to 
promise .to decide ourselves.. Ex- 
Senator LENROOT,: however, is in- 
clined to believe that in any plain 
case of aggression “the United 
“ States could be relied upon to de- 
“termine the-fact” and then to do 
its corresponding duty. . By what 
method, through what machinery, 
he does not say. He has an appar- 
ently unbounded. confidence: in the 
ability and intention of the Ameri- 
can people to do the right thing. 

This is amiable; but we fear in- 
conclusive. What public opinion in 
one country would hold to be’ a just 
war would be held by it in another 
to be unprovoked. Take the case 
‘ofiour military action in Nicaragua. 
Virtually all South Americans be- 
lieve it to be unjustified and aggres- 
sive. Our Government, like Colonel 
STIMSON, who’ was sent to Nicara- 
gua, is sure that, in the first place, 
it is not war at all; and that besides 
it is simply a compliance with the 
‘request of the Nicaraguan Govern- 
ment. Both these matters are in 
sharp dispute. To determine them 
resort would ‘be necessary to some 
impartial tribunal like the League 
of Nations or the World Court. 
Short of some such ultimate ‘judge, 
it. would not.be possible clearly to 
identify the “aggressor.” He would 
be as hard to run down as an un- 
known criminal. Perhaps our Sen- 
ators and others who object to the 
definition of him by treaty would 
agree to employ. detectives in order 
to catch nim! |

To say that democracy is losing 
and absolutism is gaining is to sug- 
gest that absolutism is working well 
and democracy is not. Three years 
ago there was some basis for such a 
contention. Germany was unhappy 
and the dictatorship remedy was 
bruited.» France ‘was’ in‘ financial 
turmoil and a Man on Horseback 
was ‘called for in some quarters. 
Even Great Britain, on the eve of 
the: General Strike,. was invited to 
look for safety to Fascism: That is 
all gone. The three leaders of Euro- 
pean civilization are now firm in the 
democratic column. And if we ask 
ourselves, where in Europe is the 
greatest amount of human well- 
being and. happiness today, - the 
answer will be found almost ex- 
clusively among the democratic 
nations. 








“TO HIM THAT HATH.” 


Mr. ‘OWEN YOUNG, in his New 
England Society address, gave the 
scriptural parable of the talents a 
pertinent modern application. The 
man who buried his one talent was 
condemned to lose even the little 
that he had. His anxious thrift was 
not, in his case, regarded as an 
economic virtue. It was not that 
his capital was relatively small, but 
that he put it to no proper social 
use. The same sentence would have 
been’ passed upon the man of. two or 
of five talents if he had hidden 
them. Mr. YOUNG’S version, in the 
terminology of today’s business, 
gives much the same judgment: 

. We are not to judge thrift solely 
by the test of saving or spending. 

If-oné spends what one should 
prudently save, that of course is to 
be deplored. But if one saves what 
one could prudently spend, that is 
not nécessarily to be commended: 
[The parable would say that it is to 
be ccondemned.] <A wise balance 
between the two, saving enough to 
keep a plant account adequate to 
our needs and spending enough to 
keep the plant. busy in our service, 
is the desired end. 

The advice of the parable to the 
man’ who isolated his ‘talent - by 
wrapping it in a napkin seems 
harsh; but it is, after all, a law of 
nature as well as of commerce, both 
in material and intellectual things. 
An ancient proverb has it that 
“there is that scattereth yet in- 
“creaseth, and there is that with- 
“holdeth more than is meet, but it 
“tendeth only’ to want.” It says 
nothing of ‘‘ plant” and “ plant ac- 
count,” but the economist who wrote 
it must have had in his thought 
some such principle as was in Mr. 
YOUNG’s.. Such wisdom is at the 
foundation of-all business. 

It: is when Mr.:- YOUNG extends to 
nations this economic doctrine that 
he advances beyond the bounds of 
the old conception of its applica- 
bility, A policy of isolation—burying 
a national talent—is, he insists, as 
hopeless for our own nation on this 
little globe today as it is for an in- 
dividual on Broadway—and would be 
as perilous. It would share the fate of 





the “ unprofitable servant ” who was 
cast into utter darkness if it were 
narrowly and fearsomely to employ 
its.many talents as did the man with 
but one. But the counsel to which 
Mr. YOUNG has given the noblest 
utterance will prevail: 

Let not the -greatest [nation] 
stand dumb -when it should speak. 
Let it not be idle when it should 





act. Let it have courage and sym- 
pathy and vision: Let it assume 
the responsibility of a leadership 
commensurate with Gop’s great 
gifts to it. Let it be unafraid for 
itself and unsuspicious of others. 
Let the paralysis of small views and 
the selfishness of littleness be con- 
demnhed in‘our politics at home and 
-mever become a part of our policy

How far would the West and 
South follow Governor Moopy of 
Texas, Mr. DANIELS of North Caro- 
lina, Senator GLass of Virginia? If 
Roman Catholics are barred, that 
throws out Senator WALSH of Mon- 
tana. Making the point that Gov- 
ernor SMITH is not a member of a 
“ grafting pack” but a statesman of 
integrity and ability, the editor re- 
marks: 


What right would such [South- 
ern] men or papers have to expect 
seriousness and unity? ~ ‘Where 
are the students ‘of: government? 
Where is the intelligent discussion, | 
the orderly debate? Now, we are 
not for Au: Smirn for: President. 
Owen D. Youna is our first, sec- 
ond and third choice. ‘But to ar- 
raign SMITH, as a gangster. or dis- 
honest or corrupt is going to make 
friends for him, not weaken him. 
* * * It will be difficult to find 
men out of the class of ‘self-seekers 
who would care to attempt to or- 
ganize a party in the South until 

.our people give more . serious 
thought to their politics, know, bet- 
ter what they want and are pre- 
pared to discuss men and ‘affairs 
on the basis of reasoned judgment. 

The reply did not call attention 

to an illustration which ‘shatters the 
fine theory completely. It did not 
cite the case of OSCAR W. UNDER- 
woop of Alabama, whom the Klan 
boasts it forced into private life. 
Here was a Southerner, a Protes- 
tant, a man of high ability and expe- 
rience, who never could get enough 
delegates from his section to make 
him formidable at a National Con- 
vention.

A USEFUL REPORT. 


New York City has long needed 
such’ an expert, independent analy- 
sis of municipal finance as that pre- 
pared by Professor RocGrers of Co- 
lumbia for the Mayor’s Committee 
on Plan and Survey. With the budget 
stretched to the bursting point, 
and a huge program of public im- 
provements looming, it was time 
to get at the facts of the city’s 
complex’ fiscal system and’ study 
their trend. This is .what. the’ sub- 
committee headed by Mr. LEHMAN 
set out to do, and as a first step en- 
gaged Mr. RoGers to make a survey. 
Although his report came to public 
attention prematurely, before the 
members of the committee had a 
chance to pass on it, they may take 
comfort in the knowledge that such 
a dispassionate research often car- 
ries all the more weight when it is 
left intact. 

Many of Professor Roasns’s con- 
clusions, are in line with what THE 
TIMES and others have often urged. 
The city “budget” really isn’t a 
budget at all, in the modern sense. 
It contains no statement of ayail- 
able revenues. It is drafted with 
little skilled study of the needs of 
the different departments. There :s 
no real executive responsibility. Es- 
timates are confused with appro- 
priations, and the same people that 
yote the money spend it. The Fed- 
eral Budget affords the taxpayer a 
clear-cut picture of Government 
finance, which is denie* the citizen 
of New York. Mr. RoGERS shows 
that many of these defects; may be 
corrected. He adds the suggestion 
that the city authorities should give 
more heed to a long-range program 
of public improvements. 

From the published summaries of 
the Rogers report its conclusions as 
to the city salary scale aré riot .alto- 
gether clear, It is true that some 
of thé more responsible Officials and 
large numbers of téchnical men are 
underpaid, but that cannot be said 
of the political posts,.

EMBATTLED CONSUMERS. 

The price of cattle at Chicago has 
for some weeks ruled the highest for 
years. Latest reports are that fat 
beef steers are scarce, receipts at 
Chicago -being ' the, smallest’, since 
June, 1925,.and the prices ranging 
up to $3.10 per animal’ over what 
‘they were a:year ago. One result 
has naturally been to raise the price 
of meat. In consequence, there has 
been in several ‘Eastern cities, ‘no- 
tably here in’ New York, a. moye- 
ment to. refuse to buy meat until 
the prices are lower. This has 
alarmed the .Western packers; who 
have sent out circulars informing 
consumers that the price of meat is 
necessarily regulated. by the price 
and supply of cattle. Here was an 
opportunity to do something for the 
Western farmers who raise steers, 
and there was a tacit appeal to East- 
ern buyers to bear this in mind wnen 
they were paying more for meat. 
There has been nothing like a formzl 
boycott; simply a .quiet agreement 
to make use of other forms of food 
until meat becomes chaper. Two or 
three years ago a similar resolve 
not to buy eggs at exorbitant prices 
was thought to have been successful 
in forcing them down on the market. 
It is expected, though it does uot 
seem probable, that the same thing 
will quickly occur in the case of 
meat. 

Saying nothing of the merits of 
this particular controversy, it does 
suggest what might happen were 
the McNary-Haugen plans to go 
through at. Washington. Their pur- 
pose is to raise the price of: all 
staple agricultural products. The 
thing nominally aimed at is taking 
the surplus off the hands of the 
farmers, but the inevitable effect 
would be to enable them to. charge 
more for all that they do sell. And 
the confident expectation has been 


would submit to all this without a 
murmur. But would he? ‘He has 
been learning something of his 
power in such matters. He also 
knows,,a lot more than he used to 
about food substitutes. If bread 
becomes too high, he will turn to 
spinach and carrots and cabbage 
and turnips. If the worse comes to 
the worst, he will cheerfully under- 
take a certain amount of dieting— 
which, for the rest, he has often 
been told would be a good thing for 
him anyhow. And his determination 
to resist a sudden jump in the prices 
of farm products would not be less- 
ened by his knowledge that this had 
been made possible by a quasi- 
monopoly artificially created by the 
Government through the use of the 
money of taxpayers. 

Thus this little incident of the 
rebellious meat buyers, which may 
not amount to very much for very 
long, is symptomatic of social and 
political conditions which the po- 
litical champions of the farmer 
might bring about ‘if they had their 
way with legislation at Washington. 
It really looks as if the docile and 
long-suffering consumer would have 
something to say about it—perhaps 
the last word to say. There is, in 
fact, a latent power in the public, 
even when unorganized, that it 
would be both unfortunate and dan- 
gerous for the farmers asa class 
to arouse against themselves.’

The part of Maria Louisa 
fell to Effie Shannon, and, on the 
whole; her’ ex-Empress struck the 
most truthful human note’.on the 
stage. In that, of course, she had 
the help of the author. Rostand’s 
Maria Louisa is the only thing in the 
play not romantic. 

The settings were not remarkable 
but were sufficient for their purpose. 
The. ensemble handling fell a good 
deal short of perfection,. but the 
Wagram scene was got over with 
much more success than could rea- 
sonably have been expected. That 
scene is apt to seem more magnifi- 
cent as literature than as acted 
drama.

The resulting operetta, called ‘‘The 
White Eagle,’’ combined the best 
and worst features of an effort to 
get the most out of poor old Puccini, 
Gilbert & Sullivan and the conven- 
tional Broadway musicalshow.

The effect was a sort of musical 
cafeteria where one might take.one’s 
choice. There was a good song in 
every act, there were marvelously 
effective stage-settings and costumes 
—designed by James Reynolds—and 
some bizarre and original choreo- 
graphic work. 

The story of the play, hdwever, 
seemed rather poorly adjusted to its 
present form.

The roast beef of old England, in 
this case, is a. little overdone. , There 
is one scene in a formal English 
garden. which begins with a. charm- 
ng little rustic’ festival act with 
music redolent of the Mock Morris 
School.

By far the best and most original 
work of Mr. Friml’s score is where 
he works from Indian themes.

And on the purely 
catchy side there is a regimental 
song, in the second act, which will 
be heard of again and again. ° 

In general, however, the play is 
in very evident need of cutting. The 
construction is inept, the action 
drags deplorably and every act suf- 
fers from a misplaced musical cli- 
max which does not match the dra- 
matic climax. 

So far as the acting and singing 
are concerned, the honors were car- 
ried off by the well-trained chorus. 
Their work was unusually spirited,. 
rofessional and enthusiastic. Allan 

rior, as Captain Wyneegate, was 
given to contortions and sang every 
cong. including the Regimental song, 
as though it were a Mammy Song. 
He reaches his greatest depths in 
a super-saccharine Paternity Song in 
the last act, in which he croons over 
his and Silverwing’s theatrical son. 

Marion Keeler, as Silverwing, is 
simple and attractive...

“The White Hagle’’ was a lavish 
production,. No. pains had been 
spared in setting, costuming and 
choral training to make it a suc- 
cess. The large Broadway audience 
who heard it last night seemed to 
enjoy it, but it will:need considerable 
pulling together, fror. the structural 
side, before it will be fit to survive 
the acid test of a New York theatri- 
cal season.

Conrad Westervelt, who recently

TO REVISE DOG DAMAGE LAW 


Commissioner ‘Pyrke:' Declares That 

Change in Appraisals Is Needed, 

Spectal to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Dec. 26.—It; is expected 
that: the: Legislature will be asked to 
make* a /change in’ the “method of 
appraising damages to domestic ani- 
mals caused’ by dogs, one of the 
knottiest problems that confronts 
the Department of Agriculture and 
Markets, Berne A. Pyrke, Commis- 
sioner, said tonight.
